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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-38 as originally filed are currently pending. In a restriction requirement 
mailed 1/15/08, applicant was required to elect a single clot-reducing agent, but 
applicant appears to have misunderstood Examiner Davis's direction. This Office action 
should replace the one mailed 1/15/08. Full compliance with the following restriction is 
required for further examination of the claims on their merits. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-25, 36 and 38, drawn to a method fore reducing CSF flow 
obstruction. 

Group II, claim(s) 26-35 and 37, drawn to a kit. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The groups do not 
contain a special technical feature which contributes over the prior art. Specifically kits 
comprising clot-reducing agents are known in the art (see US 6056958). 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 
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Types of clot-reducing agents: (a) a plasminogen activator, (b) a defibrinogenic 
agent, (c) an anticoagulant, and (d) a platelet inhibitor, as in claims 4 and 28; elect 
ONE. 

Plasminogen activators: (e) alteplase, (f) reteplase, (g) saruplase, (h) 
tenecteplase, (i) lanoteplase, (j) bat-PA, (k) tissue plasminogen activator, (I) 
streptokinase, (m) staphylokilnase, (n) urokinase, and (o) pro-urokinase, as in claims 5- 
8 and 29; elect ONE if species (a) is elected. 

Defibrinogenic agents: (p) natural or synthetic reptile peptide, (q) ancrod, (r) 
batroxobin, and (s) argatroban, as in claims 9 and 12-14; elect ONE if species (b) is 
elected. 

Snake venom enzymes: (t) calobin I, (u) calobin II, (v) gyroxin, (w) acutin, (x) 
venzyme, (y) asperase, (z) reptilase, (a') botropase, (b') defibrase, (c') crotalase, (d') 
flavoxobin, (e') gabonase, and (f) hannahpep, as in claim; elect ONE if species (b) and 
(p) are both elected. 

Anticoagulants: (g') heparin and (h') a thrombin inhibitor, as in claim 15; elect 
ONE if species (c) is elected. 

Thrombin inhibitors: (i') a coumarin derivative, (j') thrombate, (k') lepirudin, (!') 
hirudin, (m') bivalirudin, (n') melagatran, and (o') H376/95, as in claim 16; elect ONE if 
species (c) and (h') are both elected. 

Platelet inhibitors: (p') a GPIIb/llla antagonist, (q') inhibitor of thromboxane A1 
synthesis, (r') aspirin, (s') ticlopidine, (f) clopidogrel, (u') tirofiban, (v') eptifibatide, and 
(w') dipyridamole, as in claims 18-23; elect ONE if species (d) is elected. 
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The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the clot reducing 
agents are known in the art and do not share a special technical feature which 
contributes over the prior art. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does 
not distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, 
the election shall be treated as an election without traverse. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application.

All claims directed to a nonelected process invention must require all the limitations of 
an allowable product claim for that process invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product 
are found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product 
claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim will not be rejoined. See MPEP
